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Here Comes The Fallout! 


When the experts talk about the latest hike 
in the price of steel they sound like the experts 
who talk about H-bomb testing. 
They quibble and bicker about the extent of 
the “fallout,” but from the public’s point of 
v iew they are wasting gtheir time. 
They cannot deny that there is going to be 
a “fallout” and that it will leav e scars. That 
is what interests the public. 
Furthermore, the damage will not be con­ 
fined to immediately-v isitle results. Some ef­ 
fects will be deferred. 
But the risk must be taken, say the steel 
companies, because it was forced on them by 
policies ov er which they had no control. The 
“Russians” in this case are the United Steel 
Workers of America, who explain in turn that 
they must hav e higher wage rates because prices 
keep going up. 


They also explain that what they are doing 
is no justification for price hikes; that the steel 
companies must take sole responsibility for 
that. And that is the way the experts go in 
and out and roundabout and the more they ex­ 
plain the less anybody knows about what they 
are doing. 
All that m atters is the result of what they 
are doing—and the result will be further price 
increases, unless Treasury Secretary Humphrey 
is on the right track. He testified in a Senate 
hearing this week that “natural corrections” 
taking place in the price structure may stabilize 
prices in the near future. 


What is a “natural correction” ? It is what 
happens when the puppy has chased its tail 
so long its tongu eis banging out and it must 
catch its breath. 
If the pup sits down, though, its inactiv ity 
becomes a recession, which is another kind of 
•‘fallout.” 
That is when the price of steel might come 
down, a phenomenon which students of modern 
built-in engines of inflation believ e the engies 
hav e made impossible. But like the H-bomb 
testers, they do not reallyy yknow, because the 
engines are still on the testing blocks. 


On The Main Stems 
Ohio’s Conneaut - Cincinnati highway route 
has been chosen arbitrarily, in the sense that 
highway planners did not take into serious con­ 
sideration the many requests for alterations to 
bring it nearer to cities which thought they 
had a v alid claim to its direct benefits. 
But now that the route has been fixed, it 
is ev ident that no lasting damage will hav e 
been done to any community which was by­ 
passed more widely than it would hav e pre­ 
ferred to be. There is a new conception these 
days of highway planning, geared to a new 
conception of modern liv ing. 
Highways become the main stems of the 
area through which they are built. A New York 
Thruway, a Pennsylv ania Turnpike, or an Ohio 
Turnpike immediately attracts enterprise, in 
exactly the same way as railroads attracted 
enterprise when they were laid down originally. 
The Conneaut - Cincinnati Highway will be 
a new mainstay. 
The railroads, howev er, had one important 
difference. They were priv ately financed and 
needed all the priv ate capital they could get, 
with the result that they were laid out be­ 
tween the towns that were willing to put up 
the most money. Highways can be laid out 
according to geography; the towns will come 
to them, ev entually, in the new 20th century 
pattern of interurban liv ing and working.

As commander of the “Hell on 
Wheels” 2nd Armored Div ision in 
World War II, White smashed into 
Magdeburg, Germany, and then, 
under orders, stopped his armor­ 
ed charge to let the Russians take 
Berlin, only 57 miles away. 
In Korea, White commanded the 
10th Corps ov er some of the rough­ 
est terrain of the Korean battle 
field. Always to the north was 
the Manchurian border, the limit 
to any American adv ance. 
In 1955, shortly after he had 
taken command in the Far East, 
Gen. White, still laboring undei 
conditions, said: 
“No m atter what the Commu­ 
nists are doing in North Korea, 
we are not bringing in any addi­ 
tional weapons. At the same time 
we are not letting our powder get 
wet. The Department of the Army 
will make new weapons av ailable 
as soon as they are needed.” 
Last month, the time came. The 
United States announced it was 
equipping its Koran forces with 
modern weapons 
to match 
the 
buildup of North Korean forces. 
This, coupled with the announc­ 
ed withdrawal of combat forces 


Army Cav alry School. 
Warfare 
has changed a lot since then and 
his ideas hav e changed with it.

THE U. N. SPECIAL COMMITTEE pulled no 
punches in declaring Hungary a v ictim of foul 
play and our own State Department urged im­ 
mediate attention. 
The report stirred the civ ilized world which 
hoped the U.N. would not think slow-motion 
good enough in this case. 
The 24 nations which sponsored the special 
committee’s Hungarian inquiry met, agreed the 
m atter was urgent but then went 
“out to 
lunch.” 
The best you could do was to urge action as 
soon as possible,” which you thought meant 
mid-September just before the first frost. 
I wish you did not seem so philosophical and 
calm about it. To most people action on this 
report on what happened in Hungary is not 
something that should be postponed on account 
of hot weather. 
If the delegates to U.N. are as indignant about 
the rape of Hungary as they should be. it is 
hard to see why they should apply a “file and 
forget” routine, ev en for the muggy season. 


THE COOL TECHNIQUE which substitutes

Severe Damage 


Caused A t Bryan 


BRYAN, Ohio W — A to rnado 
ro ared thro ug h the downtown sec­ 
tio n o f this n orthwest Ohio town 
o f 7 ,500 Thu rsday night, leaving 
in its wake damages u nofficially 
estimated at half a million dollars. 
It was witnessed by several per­ 
sons, who said it was in the fami­ 
liar form of a fu nnel-shaped clou d. 
Au thorities said no deaths or 
seriou s in ju ries were reported. 
Dipping from a heavily overcast 
sky at abou t 7 :40 p. m., the twist­ 
er cu t a path throu gh Pu blic 
•Squ are, cau sing severe damage to 
the Williams Cou nty cou rthou se 
an d a nu mber of n earby bu siness 
establishmen ts. 
The fu nnel-shaped clou d tore the 
clo ck o ff the cou rthou se tower and 
hu rled it 500 feet down Main 
Street. The cou rthou se roof was 
virtu ally blown down and may 
have to be replaced, Sheriff Dan 
Zu ver said. 
Asst. Police Chief Fran k Beals 
said the torn ado also damaged J.

Of cou rse, bacon is not eat 
en raw and trichin ae, if presen t, 
are as a ru le killed by complete 
cooking. 
L. B. also wants to know whe­ 
ther she is correct in assu ming 
smoking of pork does not des­ 
troy this parasite. She is correct. 
The parasites are destroyed only 
by satisfactory heating, freezing or 
drying and by a method of “gam­ 
ma irradiation .” 
Trichinosis is an import a n t 
health problem. The disease is 
cau sed by a tiny an imal parasite 
known as trichin ella spiralis. It 
has been estimated that abou t 25 
million in habitan ts of the United 
States alone harbor the parasite. 
Each year abou t 350,000 persons 
acqu ire new infections. 
Apparently most of those who 
become infected do not show any 
symptoms. Only abou t 16,000 per 
sons each year are expected to 
take enou gh of the parasites into 
their systems to cau se obviou s 
trou ble. Of those who do develop 
symptoms, abou t one in 20 may 
die.
